“One is amazed at his 
ability.” he said, “and one can hardly con- 
ceive how it is possible for him to achieve 
such agility, with his fingers and with his 
feet, in the i extensions, and ex- 
treme jumps that he manages, without mix- 
ing in a single \ wrong tone ~ ee 
compositions, he said, were “turgi 
lacked “the natural element”; he “darkened” 
his music’s beauty “by an excess of art.”
